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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-8, drawn to a spring contact, classified in class 439, subclass 66. 

II. Claims 9-23, drawn to a device for establishing an electrical contact between a 
lead of an integrated circuit and a substrate, classified in class 361, subclass 769. 

III. Claims 24-29, drawn to an electrical component, classified in class 257, subclass 
726. 

IV. Claims 30-41, drawn to a method of making an electrical connection between a 
lead of an integrated circuit and a substrate, classified in class 438, subclass 117. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I through III and IV are related as products and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for 
using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the 
product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 

§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case, the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product, such as by securing both ends of the spring, rather than by leaving 
one end free to move or, alternatively, by simply resting the integrated circuit one the substrate, 
rather than by securing it to the substrate. Also, the securing step could be performed by a 
materially different product, such as a product having an adhesive rather than having a 
"clamping element," as presently required in Group in. 
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3. 



Inventions II and I are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 



relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) the subcombination 
has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the 
combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed 
because the particulars of the spring contact, such as the elongated portion being formed into a 
coil, or any of the limitations in the dependent claims 2-8 which further limit features of the 
spring, are not required in the inventions of Groups II and in. The subcombination has separate 
utility, such as providing a mechanical buffer against mechanical stress on an integrated circuit 
device with a lead element. Inventions III and I are similarly related. 

4. Inventions III and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination of Group IE as claimed does not require the particulars of the 
subcombination of Group II as claimed because the substrate is particularly limited to various 
features such as conductive material on the sidewalls of, or conductive filler in, the aperatures of 
the substrate, etcetera, which is not required in the broad claiming of the invention of Group III. 
The subcombination has separate utility such as use in another combination such as an electrical 
component that uses epoxy to bond the integrated circuit to the substrate rather than by a 
clamping mechanism. 
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5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

6. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for each of the inventions of Groups I through IV are different and not required for the others, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

7. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 
1.143).
